Wherever  in  the  said  order,  as  amended,  there  appears  a  reference  to  "  uncon- 
centrated  clear  serum,"  all  provisions  in  regard  thereto  are  revoked. 

This  amendment  for  the  purpose  of  identification  is  designated  Amendment 

G  to  B.  A.  I.  Order  276,  and  shall  become  and  be  effective  on  and  after  April  1, 

1930,   except   that   any  licensed   establishment   may   continue 

to    market,    until    December    31,    1930,    un concentrated    clear 

serum  prepared  prior  to  April  1,  1930.
